The Legislature of Conne« ticut was 
organised nt Hartford on the 2d inf. 
Gov. W o ix c tt was declared to lieve 
been re-elected Governor.—On the ¡id 
inst lie communicated to both Houses 
a very lengthy Message, accompanied 
by certain resolutions, and a report of 
a committee of the legislature of Ol i->. 
This message n enable and lurid do­ 
cument It disantes several topics of 
general interest, and among others, the 
jete proceedings of the State of Ohio, 
in regard to the National Bank.—We 
S’ve the following extracts from tbo 
essege :— 
“ The President of the United States 
has oo his second inauguration, presen­ 
ted to the people an interesting view of 
the oMigotioos of the government, oil I»« 
duties of good cittaens, and of the aclt «t 
condition of this great (kiunity, with 
which I fully accord. The la*« treaty 
with bpaio, our limits have on all «Idc», 
become adju»tcd,extendiitg to the lakes, 
ike ocean and ils« forest and embracing 
a great proportloo of the territory in all 
the temperate climate* of North Ameii* 
ca. 
In addition to the value of Flori­ 
da*, as a connecting lii,k in the chain 
of our Union wivh the western states, 
and to the obvious ntUity of its ha'bora 
and limber lur mammie puipotes, I 
have but little doubt that the intnnsic 
velue of the soil itself U much mora 
considerable than has sometimes btcn 
imagined, as being mora »alub< luu» c j 
able * f supporting a greater pcpul» i 
and adapted to modes of cultu>e. diffe­ 
rent from any which have hitherto been 
intioducid in the alluvial territoiy be- 
foraacquiitd 
in the possession of an 
ample domain sufficient for remote g-i - 
craùons, in the patiiotic devotion ol the 
people, and especially in the r p e<! ot 
union, under the fiee, n>lld aitd U' firm 
instituiiona which t.ave be' « rta ntf by 
their care, the fondest eiaicipations of 
the foundera of the Revolution, have at 
length been realised, and ilicy are now 
asaking their last appeals io the present 
ege, Which will be recorded as eternal 
proofs that they heve performed their 
duties/ 
l*o the virtue, intelligence and 
bravery of the people,and to tha wisdom 
energy and enlightened counsels of 
those who msy conduct their govern- 
mem ; ar« now t n i u tcd the moit im­ 
portant concerns which were ever com­ 
mitted io men. Both the friends and 
the eneasies of public liberty through­ 
out the wot Id. are now critically ob*«rv- 
ing our|conduc sand theirs w I be regu­ 
lated. not by ou> prof> «»ions, but by tho 
success, or failure ol the < aperiment wo 
ore oow making* II it is found m p«c- 
lice, that on the just performance of his 
duties, ovary mao can hare maintain in 
peace and tranquility, the enjoyment of 
nis rights, acquired under the faith of 
government aod the sane lion of stable 
laws, then our countiy will soon attain 
all that moral and intellectual dignity 
of which human nature Is su«ccptible 
and our example will bo mutated by 
other Nations (—but il, by prostrating 
the poweisof government, by tbe pre­ 
valence of internal factions, or more 
probably, by the dissentioos occasion«*«! 
by tbe counteraction of local juiitdic- 
tion, we become a divided people, then 
the tears of our deluded countrymen, 
and the grosns of miserable and enslav­ 
ed nations, will hereafter accumulate 
perpetual rep<oaches oo that age wuich 
will hav* betrayed rights of mankind. 


On this most grave of all subjects of 
contemplatioo, my hopes greatly sur­ 
mount my apprehension«, yet nn o*e 
will deny that the present sitoa ion of 
our country, is critical. My hopes aro 
priacipally founded on the expectation 
that the friends of the public welfare 
will deliberately coo*idcr and cftciei tly 
support the wise and pa ernel sugges­ 
tions of the President. In this country, 
public opioion is sovereign, snd public 
meesures will eshibk indications of vig­ 
or, or of imbecility, as that opinion is 
wisely or feebly directed.- I have no 
doubt tha* the militery and navsl prepa­ 
rations, which were commenced at the 
dose of tbe last war, are n«ccssary to 
to the preservation of our peace and un­ 
ion* and welt calculated to prevent an 
unnecessary waste of human life. Tney 
ought* in my opinlnioo* to be perfected 
and steadily maintained. They resem­ 
ble »he fences* around our farms, with­ 
out which tbe labor of the husbandmen 
is unavailing. We e'c only to open our 
eyes oo tbe events which are occrrlug 
smoog mankind, to ho convinced that 
the lews of politlcsl set ion are nearly aa 
variable as those of geometry, ar«4 
that it is as trus new, as it waft ftn ih^
